Western Manufacturers Organize It 
to Sell Product. 


It May Also Buy the Raw Materials Used by Its Constitu- 
tent Mills—Officers Elected—Another Meeting to 
Be Held This Week—The Mills Interested 
in the Plan. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

APPLETON, Wis., June 4.—The second meeting of the 
news, manilla and fibre paper manufacturers interested in 
the formation of the General Paper Company, along the 
lines specified in this correspondence last week, was held in 
this city last Saturday. As before, all the mills in Wiscon- 
sin making these grades of paper were represented. 

While the proceedings of the meeting were not exactly 
secret, there are some matters still at issue, regarding .the 
organization of the proposed company, which it has been 
thought best not to give out until there is absolutely no 
doubt of perfect harmony and agreement. The fact that 
the meeting proceeded to the election of officers makes it 
certain that the members felt there was little likelihood of 
any failure in the plan. The corps of officers chosen was 
as follows: President, J. A. Kimberly, of the Kimberly & 
Clark Company, Neenah; first vice-president, N. H. 
Brokaw, of the Kaukauna Fibre Company, Kaukauna; 
second vice-president, George A. Whiting, of the Whiting 
Paper Company, Menasha; secretary and treasurer, L. M. 
Alexander, of the John Edwards Manufacturing Company, 
Port Edwards. No executive committee has as yet been 
chosen. A committee was appointed to inquire into some 
special matters, and when it is ready to report a call will be 
issued by the president for another meeting, at which it is 
expected that everything will be closed up, and the com- 
pany put upon its feet. 

It is the intention of the company to maintain offices 
and warehouses with a complete stock of paper at Milwau- 
kee, Chicago and such other central points as may be de- 
sirable. The capital stock is $100,000, but one of the mat- 
ters still undetermined is the exact way in which this stock 
shall be apportioned. It is expected it will be arranged 
that the entire product of the mills interested will be 
handled by the General Paper Company. It is planned to 
pay the expenses of the General Paper Company by re- 
serving a certain percentage on all the sales during the 
year, the surplus, if any, at the end of the year is to be 
returned to the mills. There are a number of points re- 
specting the operation of the company still to be worked 
out, but the disposition of the mills is such that no difficulty 
is anticipated. 

The primary object of the organization of the General 
Paper Company is to put the Western mills on a par with 
the International Paper Company in guaranteeing the ful- 
fillment of contracts. A secondary benefit will be the doing 
away with the competition heretofore existing between the 
Western mills themselves. It has been long evident that 
individual mills, working separately with comparatively 
small individual output, have been greatly handicapped in 
getting business against the Eastern trust. This is self- 
evident. The General Paper Company will be a big 
enough institution to change all this, and it will assert its 
rights in the Western field with all the just powers at ‘its 
command. 

While the main object of the company, as stated, is to 
dispose of the product of the mills interested, there is an- 
other side, not as yet fully developed, which will probably

in time grow to be little less important. It is expected that 
the company will also act as a buying agency for the mills. 
There are a great many things, such as coal, sulphur, pulp 
wood, rags, bleach, &c., which such a company could profit- 
ably turn its attention to. In fact, it is felt that this com- 
pany may be the means of bringing in a new era for the 
Western mills. ; 


Among the mills that it is reported will be connected 
with the General Paper Company are the following: Kim- 
berly & Clark Company, of Neenah, Wis.; Oconto Falls 
Manufacturing Company, Oconto Falls., Wis.; Marinette 
and Menominee Paper Company, Menominee, Mich.;

Paper Mills, Neenah, Wis.; Whiting Paper Mills, Me- 
nasha, Wis.; Wisconsin River Paper Company, Stevens 
Point, Wis.; Centralia Paper and Pulp Company, Cen- 
tralia, Wis.; Neekoosa Paper Company, - Neekoosa, 
Wis.; Grand Rapids Paper Company, Grand Rapids, Wis.;

When asked for an expression of opinion in regard to 
the General Paper Company, of Wisconsin, W. B. Dillon, 
manager of the sales department of the International 
Paper Company, said to a representative of THE Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL, this week: “We do not view with ap- 
prehension the organization of the General Paper Com- 
pany, because we believe that the company will follow 
the plan we have worked upon, namely, the giving to the 
consumer the best grade of paper at the lowest price con- 
sistent with the market value of manufactured products. 
We here look on the combination of the Western mills as 
an indorsement of the wisdom which dictated the forma- 
ii@n of the International Paper Company, in that econo- 
raies can be practiced in the manufacture and delivery of 
such a large volume of paper. These savings go to the 
consumer. As proof of this it can be said that were it not 
for the existence of the International Paper Company the 
price of paper to-day would be at least $5 per ton more 
than it is. This would mean an additional expenditure 
of $2,350,000 by those now using the product of the Inter- 
national Paper Company.” 


ANOTHER SHUTDOWN ORDERED. 


The Western Book Paper Manufacturers’ Association Met 
Yesterday in Chicago and Ordered That Machines 
Be Stopped for a Week.

It was executed 
to secure the bonded indebtedness of the Marietta Paper 
Manufacturing Company, David Robinson trustee. The 
time of the sale will be fixed by M. M. Sessions, the re- 
ceiver. The sale will be at public outcry, but no bid will 
be recognized unless accompanied by a certified check for 
$5,000. The mill is at present being operated by the re- 
ceiver. 
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WAXED PAPER COMBINE. 


Entitled the Union Waxed and Parch- 
ment Paper Company. 


Two Plants Already Taken Over—Four Others to Be Ad- 
mitted as Soon as Real Estate Titles Are Searched 
—tThe Officers of the Company—Some 
Advantages Claimed. 





The Union Waxed and Parchment Paper Company, 
which was incorporated recently for $1,800,000, is rapidly 
getting into shape for business. Already announcement is 
made that it has taken over two of the six plants upon 
which it held options. These are the properties of the 
American Pergament Company, of Rock City Falls, near 
Saratoga, N. Y., and the Sparks Manufacturing Company’s 
mill at Hamburg, N. J. The other four mills will be taken 
over, it is said, just as soon as their titles have been 
looked up. 

The new company perfected its organization last week 
by electing the following officers: President, E. G. Sparks, 
of the Sparks Manufacturing Company, Hamburg, N. J.; 
vice-president, Leon F. Blanchard, of the American Perga- 
ment Company, of Rock City Falls, N. Y.; treasurer, Fred- 
erick C. Blanchard, of the same company; secretary, Fred- 
erick C. Beach, of the Sparks Manufacturing Company, 
Hamburg, N. J. 

The fiscal agents of the company are Henry Seligman & 
Co., of 52 Broadway, New York city. The Trust Com- 
pany of America, 149 Broadway, New York, is the de- 
pository for the bonds of the company. Its capital stock 
is divided into $1,000,000 common, and $800,000 7 per cent. 
preferred. 

Speaking in reference to the new company to a repre- 
sentative of Tue Paper TRADE JouRNAL, one of the gentle- 
men identified with its organization said: “The Union 
Waxed and Parchment Paper Company will, when the 
other four mills are taken over, have in its possession all 
the mills in the country that wax their own paper. The 
company will have a great advantage, as it need not depend 
on others for its supply of raw paper. The company will 
have offices in this city. These will be selected in a few 
days. As to the policy of the company it can be stated 
that it will not advance prices unnecessarily, but will con- 
fine itself to doing a legitimate business at a fair profit. It 
will work with the jobbers, recognizing them as the chief 
distributers of its product. 


American Straw. Board Co. Resumes Dividends.

It was intimated to your correspondent to-day, by a 
book paper manufacturer, that it would be good business 
policy for the book mills of New England to follow the 
lead of the Western mills and shut down for two weeks, 
so as to lessen production and keep the market up. It is 
overproduction that brings the price down.

Orders are not numerous and none 
are of large size. The effect of the heavy buying on the 
rising market of several months ago is still apparent, and 
buying is principally of grades not secured at that time 
or to meet immediate demands. Orders from old and de- 
sirable customers are not refused because the price is

Reports from a number of mills received in this city 
are to the effect that a further considerable decline will 
cause them to close: Their representatives say that many 
of their most important contracts for raw materials, &c., 
were made at a time when the paper outlook was very 
good and when prices were high. These contracts can- 
not now be rescinded. -The mill men declare that their 
limit of profitable production has almost been reached 
and that a decided decline will mean that they must close 
their mills. Not a few dealers believe, however, that if 
the mills closed for ten days or two weeks the market 
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would be much strengthened. 


Business in the Fox River Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppL_eTon, Wis., June 4.—There is very little to be said 
about business in this valley in practically all grades but 
news, except that it is quiet and unsatisfactory. According 
to agreement the book and writing mills were shut down 
last week. Manufacturers of these grades report that the 
shut downs do not seem to have stimulated the market to 
any noticeable extent. Another meeting of the Western 
Book Paper Makers’ Association is to be held in Chicago 
on Wednesday of this week, at which probably the matter 
of further shut downs will be considered, and in the light 
of present conditions it would not be surprising if addi- 
tional shut downs were agreed to. The market for writ- 
ings is also quiet, and the same may be said of manillas and 
fibre papers. News is still strong, and there is a good de- 
mand for whatever news can be made. If it were easier 
to obtain ground wood, some mills ordinarily making 
higher grades might be tempted to enter the news paper 
field, but there is little opportunity for it, as no more 
ground wood is available than the present news mills can 
take care of.

Miami Trade Satisfactory.

Dayton, Ohio, June 4.—The general trade continues 
satisfactorily except in some branches. Trade is dull with 
all the paper box and bucket concerns. The spring sea- 
son seems to have ended rather abruptly and all are suf- 
fering alike. It is apparent that summer dullness will be 
upon this class of manufacturers within a few weeks. 

Manilas are slightly stronger, a fact which is.in al] prob- 
ability due to the general suspension for a certain period 
in most sections of the Middle West. 

Some improvement was noticeable in the book market 
the past week, both in receipt of orders and in quotations. 
During the excessively dull prices have been 
shaded in some quarters, it is hinted, but now that the 
market is righting itself there is scarcely any possibility 
of a further decline, and with raw materials as they are 
no changes will be tolerated. The week’s shutdown was 
followed with its usual results, and the mills were again 
in operation this week upon a fair grist of orders. The 
Miami Valley paper manufacturers are in Chicago again 
this week, where the Western Book Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation is holding a session at the Auditorium. 

Writings remain extremely firm, with scarcely any ten- 
dency to a decline. Manufacturers report a general ac- 
tivity in the market, possibly not more pronounced than 
last week, but very marked. M. V.

Mr. Sherry said the adjustment of the 
insurance had not yet been made. The amount of the poli- 
cies was about $140,000, and he considered the total loss to 
be in the neighborhood of $200,000. Fox River. 


Killed in a Pulp Mill. 

On June 2 C. Edward Campbell, an employee in the Ber- 
lin Mills Company’s pulp mill, Berlin, N. H., was fatally 
injured by being caught in a belt. His head was crushed 
and his body was terribly mangled. He died soon after. 


FOREIGN PAPER MARKETS. 


News Scarce and Firmer in Great Britain—Pulps High and 
Manufacturers Tenacious of Prices—France’s 
Importations of Pulp. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpoon, May 29.—The fire at the Lloyd mills has, of 
ceurse, had a marked effect on the news market, which was 
already scant of supply. The fire caused a reduction of 
450 to 500 tons in the amount of ‘‘news” coming into con- 
sumption, and the market is just so much the firmer. The 
Scandinavians have been sending us all the product that 
they could spare, so that no relief can be expected from 
that quarter. Orders have been sent to your side of the 
water, but they are not expected to produce much in the 
way. of actual output, while Canada is in no position to 
help out; so that, considering the high prices of raw ma- 
terial and the short supply of paper, prices are likely to 
rule high. 

Our paper makers have been gradually losing their hold 
on Australian trade, and it appears that their loss has been 
your gain. For instance, in 1897 we sent to New South 
Wales paper to the value of £79,202, but in 1899 our ex- 
ports to that country had declined to £45,781, while in the 
same year yours had risen from £59,661 to £120,261. The 
business with Victoria shows a similar state of affairs. In 
1897 we sent to that country paper to the value of £99,825, 
and in 1899 £50,849 whereas you in 1897 sent paper to the 
value of £42,047, and in 1899 to the value of £63,512. This 
is not a pleasing exhibit to our paper makers, nor is it one 
in which they can find a great deal of encouragement so 
far as shipments abroad are concerned. 

In pulps, sulphite continues very firm, soda is scarce and 
mechanical is stronger, £8 being the figure asked for the 
latter dry. 

The chemical market is firm, but generally unchanged. 
Caustic soda shows an upward tendency, but the old quo- 
taticns hold good for bleaching powder and soda crystals, 
the market for neither of which is active. 

Farmand, the trade paper published at Christiania, in 
speaking of the pulp market on May 19, says: ‘‘Managers 
of Norwegian mechanical mills who have just returned 
from abroad, report that foreign buyers are eager to make 
extensive contracts for delivery over next year, but buyers’ 
ideas have not yet come quite up to the ideas of most of 
the Scandinavian mill owners. While buyers are bidding 
prices equivalent to 45s. or slightly more, net. f. 0. b. (after 
deducting agency commission), mill owners are holding 
out for 48s. to 50s. net. f. o. b. 

France, apparently, has been using less mechanical pulp, 
for while in the first three months of last year she imported 
20,788 tons, she this year imported only 19,455 tons. 
Chemical fibre, however, has been more in demand, and in 
the first three months of this year France imported 11,980 
tons, against 10,562 tons in 1899, and 9,565 tons in 1808.

The Yale Forest School. 


The Yale Forest School, New Haven, Conn., which be- 
gins its first year of existence this fall, is of considerable 
interest to the paper industry. This school has been made 
possible by the gift of $150,000 from Mr. and Mrs. James 
W. Pinchot and their two sons, Gifford and Amos R. E. 
Pinchot. Gifford Pinchot is chief of the United States 
Bureau of Forestry. 

Provision is made in the gift for a summer school of 
forestry at Grey Towers, Milford, Pike County, Pa., the 
estate of James W. Pinchot, a portion of which has been 
placed at the disposal of the forest school for twenty-one 
years. 

Large tracts in the Adirondacks have been offered by 
William Rockefeller and the International Paper Company 
to the school for practical forest instruction, and the own- 
ers have expressed their willingness to provide camps for 
the accommodation of the students. A part of the spring 
vacation of the school each year will be spent in the Adi- 
rondacks. 

Students of forestry who are unable to pass the entrance 
examinations to the Yale Forest School or who wish to 
take only a partial course in the subject are advised to 
avail themselves of the privileges offered by the summer 
school at Milford, Pa., which is intended to meet their 
special requirements. 


Pulp Wood Drive Hung Up.

The 
party is considerably smaller than was expected, only 
eight men coming over. After ianding the party headed 
by S. Charles Phillips took carriages to the Hotel Neth- 
ersands, where they will make their headquarters while in 
New York. The party is under the otncial auspices of 
the Scottish Paper Makers’ Association. 

Many of the gentlemen who intended to join their 
brother paper makers on the trip found that they could 
not do so. Captain Partington, for instance, who is re- 
membered with pleasure here, could not come over, as 
unforeseen circumstances and business matters of the 
greatest importance kept him at home. George F. Bush- 
bridge, of East Malling, the veteran paper maker, who 
fully expected to sail, gave three weighty reasons for re- 
maining behind. H. Sanderson had to forego the trip, 
owing to big financial operations connected with the 
launching of the “combine” in which he is interested. 
Hawthorn J. Brown, Horton Kirby, had to deny him- 
self the pleasure of crossing the Atlantic on account of 
the state of his health and important business engage- 
ments. Walter Wild, of John Wild & Sons, Radcliff, 
wrote that the death of their late manager compelled him 
to reluctantly withdraw his name from the list. Harry 
Clegg, of the Sun Mill, could not get away, as the starting 
up of a new big machine claimed his attention. 

The members of the party are James Marsden, the head 
cf. the firm of Charles Marsden & Sons, Barnsley, Wake- 
field. Sheffield and Tamworth; H. Duxbury, of the Dar- 
wen Paper Mills Company, Ltd., Darwen, Lancashire; 
Norman Duxbury, of Yates Duxbury & Sons, Bury and 
Bolton; W. H. Dixon, of Peter Dixon & Son, Oughti- 
bridge, Yorkshire; John White, of James Bertram & Son, 
Ltd., Edinburgh; L. Zuanelli, chevalier, paper maker and 
journalist; Chas, Austin, of the Satinite Company, and S. 
Charles Phillips, the secretary and organizer. It is expected 
that the party will be joined here by W. Dixon, of J. & 
W. Dixon, Markinch, Fife, and Mr. Grosset, of Grosset & 
Co., Leven, Fife, who sailed on the Lucania; H. B. Wood, 
of Manchester, who came out with his son on the last 
voyage of the Oceanic, and several other paper trade men, 
at various points en route.

The prosperous 
condition of the industry abroad is, perhaps, the chief 
reason why so many who intended to make the trip felt 
obliged to remain at home. The demand for paper in 
England has been very great. News, of course, has been 
very active. Within the past few weeks, however, we 
think we noticed a falling off in the demand for it. This 
is accounted for by the practical ending of the Boer war.” 

To-day (Thursday) the committee, consisting of W. H. 
Parsons, G. F. Perkins, A. G. Paine, K. B. Fullerton, C. 
W. Rantoul, Jr.. J. Fred Ackerman, M. M. Armstrong, 
W. B. Dillon and D. S. Cowles, will give the party a 
lurcheon at the Metropolitan Club, after which the visi- 
tors will be driven about the city. 


An American Machine at Lloyds’ Mill. 


By way of correction of the statement that the Pusey & 
Jones Company’s paper machine in the paper mill of Ed- 
ward Lloyd, Limited, Fngland, recently burned. made 
paner at 500 feet a minute within an hour cf being first 
started, Johnsen & Jorgensen, of London, say: 

“The machine was started at a speed of 270 feet per 


minute, and made paper in less than 45 minutes from the 
time the stock was turned on. Two days later it attained 
a speed of 450 feet per minute; on the following day the 
speed was increased to 489 feet, and the same night it 
reached 500 feet per minute. Consequently, within four 
days after it was started the machine ran at 500 feet per 
minute, and the speed has since been easily maintained at 
that height. The quality of the paper made at this speed— 
the highest on record in Europe—is satisfactory in every 
respect. The stock used has been Scandinavian mechan- 
ical and sulphite pulp, of the latter some 20 per cent. to 
25 per cent., and that such a speed can be attained with 
Scandinavian pulp is well worthy of notice.” 


The Australian Paper Market.

& Co., printers, &c., sends to the World’s Paper Trade 
Review figures showing the importations of printing and 
news papers into New South Wales and Victoria during 
the years 1897, 1898 and 1899.

From this table it will be seen that American papers 
have been making headway both in New South Wales and 
in Victoria, while British papers have been losing ground. 

In speaking of the reasons for the changes Mr. Wilson 
says: “I recently ascribed the improvement in American 
trade to the readiness of makers to manufacture lines for 
special local requirements, and (to a very large extent) 
to the careful packing in strong wood cases of all flat 
news and printings. Certainly the British makers are 
improving their style of shipping, but the old system of 
canvas covered, iron hooped bales still exists in many di- 
rections, undoubtedly to the detriment of the sale of their 
contents. What the home conditions are under which the 
British and American makers compete for Australian trade 
(I mean so far as methods of production and cost of raw 
materials are concerned) I am not in a position to judge, 
but the fact remains that the British makers are being 
shouldered out of the market.” 


Canadian Notes. 


The mayor of Parrsboro, N. S., states that Lon- 
don- capitalists are still considering the erection of a pulp 
mill at that place. 

George Johnson, statistician for the Dominion Govern- 
ment, is engaged upon a voluminous report of the pulp 
wood resources of Canada. 

The St. John Sulphite Pulp Company has 3,000,000 feet 
of logs in the Mispec River en route to its mill at St. 
John. About the same quantity has been secured on the 
St. John River, and a million more will go down the Mis- 
pec River in July. 

Arrangements are reported to be nearing completion for 
the purchase by Montreal capitalists of James Reid’s paper 
mills at Indian Lorette, Que., and their transformation into 
ground and sulphite mills, at a cost of $100,000. 

General Alger has sold the last of his Ontario timber 
limits, 108 square miles on the north shore of Lake Huron, 
to Ferguson & McFadden, of Renfrew, Ont., for $150,000. 
The deal was negotiated by Peter Ryan, of Toronto. 
General Alger is largely interested in the Laurentide Pulp 
Company at Grand Mere, Que., which owns large timber 
limits on the St. Maurice River. 


Visible Supply of Hemp. 


Interesting statistics regarding the movement of manila 
hemp, in bales, are given by Ira A. Kip & Co., in their 
report of June 1, as follows:

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CONDITION OF WATER SUPPLY. 


Heavy Rains in the Miami—The Nixon Mill at Richmond, 
Ind., Damaged--Low Water in Northern 
New York.

Dayton, Ohio, June 4.—For seven days and nights it~ 


rained almost incessantly in the Miami Valley, and, 


strangely, the water courses, with the exception of. the 
hydraulics, have been only slightly influenced. At Ham- 
ilton a freshet was feared for a time, but the danger was 
soon over. 

At Richmond, however, on Saturday, the Whitewater 
River went on a rampage, and heavy losses were sustained 
by the flood. The mills of the Nixon Bag and Paper 
Company suffered mostly, much of the machinery and a 
large amount of finished product being flooded. It had 
not been long since the company completed repairs and 
additions made necessary by a previous flood. The Nixon 
mills are located so that they receive the full force of 
the waters, and unless the employees are notified in time 
there is great danger of loss of life. M. V. 





The Black River Low Again. 
[FROM OUR REGULAK CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., June 4.—Black River is low again. 
The prospects for water for the mills on the river for this 
season are about as dubious as they were last year. The 
log drivers had their logs in shape to start, and during the 
latter part of the week the advance guard was actually 
started. The water has dropped so rapidly during the past 
few days that the drive was brought up with a round turn. 

A gentleman who was up the river and around some of 
its upper tributaries the first of the week states that the 
banks are lined with logs that had been started, and have 
been left stranded by the rapid receding of the waters. 

Since Sunday there has been a fall of fully 18 inches in 
the stream. With the smaller mills there is still some 
water coming over the dams; but the heavy pulp mills 
take so much water that the level in their mill ponds is be- 
ing constantly lowered. 

The greater part of the present trouble is due to the lack 
of rain, although it has been learned from reliable sources 
that the reservoirs have been closed so that the water may 
be saved to feed the Erie Canal for the summer. 

If for no other reason than this the Black River Canal 
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should be discontinued. There are very few boats on it, 
and as tar as its usefulness in maintaining low prices is 
concerned, that passed years ago. The many miils which 
depend on Black River should have the water which right- 
fully belongs to them. 

The other reservoirs are full, but, of course, the com- 
missioners will draw on them only when it becomes ab- 
solutely necessary, which is not quite the case yet. Manu- 
facturers, however, are concerned about the coming season, 
and those who have steam power to depend upon are to be 
congratulated. F. M. 





Restrictions at the Menasha Dam.

APPLETON, Wis., June 4.—The water on the Fox River 
stands just at the head of the Menasha dam, and the 
Neenah and Menasha Water Power Company to-day or- 
dered the first restriction of water of the new season. 
Water is very low for this time of the year, in spite of the 
fact that the mills have for a number of weeks been taking 
a smaller quantity than usual. The outlook for the com- 
ing summer is regarded by mill men to be quite serious. 
Ground wood is sure to be very high all summer.

International Paper Company Improvements. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., June 4.—It is understood from 
good authority that the International Paper Company 
intends to build a machine shop together with a new sul- 
phite plant, which will more than double the output of 
fibre at Sewall’s Island. Work will be commenced in a 
few weeks, as soon as the preliminary details are settled. 

The machine shop will be erected on the site of the C. R. 
Remington & Son Mill, at Glen Park, and will be built 
between the new ironite mill and the plant of the Glen 
Table: Mill, operated by the Hopper-Morgan Company, 
which plant was originally a part of the old C. R. Reming- 
ton & Son Company property. The building will be of 
brick, and entirely fireproof. Its dimensions will be 40x 
100 feet. It will be one story in height, and the founda- 
tions will be of heavy stone. The equipment will be elab- 
orate and costly. . 

\ new sulphite mill will be built at Sewall’s Island, next 
to the present plant, to supplement the supply. As it now 
‘s, much fibre has to be made outside. The new mill will 
render the supply equal to the demand. The new build- 
ing will be of brick, and two larger digesters thansthe-pair 








in the present plant will be put in. A new acid system, 
tuo, will be instailed. ‘Lhe building will be fireproof, and 
the suiphite capacity will be more than doubled. The 
plans for the building have been completed. 

Plans have been matured for increasing the wood pulp 
grinding. department of the C. R. Remington & Son’s 
Mill at Glen Park. There is now a practically new 
wooden flume, 200 feet long at this point. Outside of this 
flume and supplementing it, will be built an iron flume, 
with a framework of steel, 150 feet long, with new water 
wheels, which will act in conjunction with those in the 
old flume. There are five grinders in the wood pulp mill 
at the present time, and three more, of an extra large pat- 
vern, will be installed. The pulp output will, in fact, be 
doubled. 

It is understood that the expense of the work contem- 
plated will exceed $300,000. F. M. 


Dispute Submitted to Arbitration.

New Haven, Conn., June 5.—The differences that have 
arisen between the National Folding Box and Paper 
Company and Fred. H. Benton, and between the National 
Folding Box and Paper Company and the Hartford 
Manilla Company, involving a large amount of money, 
have been submitted to arbitration, and the hearing in the 
controversies and disputes was begun here on Friday. 
Ex-Mayor William Waldo Hyde is the umpire, and the 
arbitrators are Judge Jesse S. L’Amoreaux, of New York; 
James S. Reynolds, also of New York; Frank C. Bushnell, 
of New Haven, and the Hon. M. S. Chapman, of Man- 
chester, manager of the United States Envelope Works, 
in this city. Judge L’Amoreaux and Mr. Reynolds, of 
New York, represent the National Folding Box and Paper 
Ccmpany; Mr. Bushnell represents Mr. Benton, and ex- 
Senator Chapman the Hartford Manilla Company. Mr. 
Kenton has possessed a controlling interest in each of the 
companies. D. S. Walton is the president of the Na- 
tional Folding Box and Paper Company, and C. Frank 
Boughton is the vice-president of the Manilla Company, 
which has its works in East Hartford. The sum of $23,000, 
or thereabouts, of the purchase of the Manilla Company’s 
interest has not been paid, and is involved 1n the contro- 
vecsy.

Canada. 

The West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company, Pied- 
mont, W. Va., has recently ordered four 50 gallon Cross 
oil filters, manufactured by the Burt Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Akron, Ohio, for use in its plant. 

The Davenport Paper Box Company, Cincinnati, Ohio, 
had a formal opening of its new factory with a house- 
warming last week. The new factory is at 239 and 241 
Main street, and there were entertainment and dancing 
for the invited guests. 

The stable of the Hon. W. Murray Crane, Governor of 
Massachusetts, was burned to the ground, at Dalton, 
Mass., on Saturday night. The horses and most of the 
carriages and sleighs were saved. The damage amounts 
to about $4,000, and is fully covered by insurance. 

The pulp wood drive is going through Carthage, N. Y., 
in great shape.

The Lowden Steam Regulator Company, of Boston, 
Mass., shipped last month two Lowden combined exhaust 
and live steam regulators to the Bagley & Sewall Com- 
pany, Watertown, N. Y., on the latter’s order, the regu- 
lators to be applied to the two machines recently built 
by that company for paper mills in Japan. 

There was another large attendance at the open meeting 
of Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers, of Holyoke, Mass., on 
May 27. The speakers were President S. J. Griffin, of 
the Springfield Central Labor Union; Alderman P. J. 
Griffin, of Chicopee, president of the Springfield Bar 
Tenders’ Union, and Frank Lefebre, vice-president of the 


Holyoke Central Labor Union. The attendance was 
large. Several new members were admitted to Eagle 
Lodge at the close of the meeting.

The defendant at one 
time had the contract for digging the St. Regis Canal, 
but abandoned the work. 

The plant of the Neely Printing Company, at Muncie, 
Ind., was closed last week on a warrant of attachment, is- 
sued on the petition of the Government. The suspension 
throws fifty men out of employment. It is reported that 
Neely recently disposed of the property to Thomas Camp- 
bell, of Zanesville, and R. H. Cowan, in order to prevent 
confiscation by the Government. Neely was a former 
printer and newspaper man, and his alleged defalcations 
in Cuba are generally well known. It is claimed by Mr. 
Campbell that Neely has a half interest in the property. 
The company formerly conducted a branch office in Day- 
ton, Ohio. 


Closing Up C. M. Stoever & Co.’s Business.

PHILADELPHIA, June 5.—The doors of Charles M. 
Stoever & Co. were closed on Friday evening, and though 
there are a few employees still about the place, they are 
busied in making preparations for the end. The plant and 
stock is being bid on, and in a few days its purchase may 
be announced. Trade rumor even now says that Carter, 
Rice & Co., of Boston, are the inside bidders, but the An- 
tietam Paper Company is reported to be a close second 
The head of a prominent local house also says, ‘We have 
kept quiet, and are not prepared even now to say anything. 
Wait a week and we may have something interesting to 
say.” 

Receiver Sparhawk when seen this afternoon said: “It is 
true that we are ready to sell the stock and wind up the 
business, and it is also true that a number of houses which 
made of us inquiries with regard to the purchase of the 
stock as a whole have been invited to make bids and have 
made them. But there has been no decision in the matter. 
The bids are still in my possession, and have not been laid 
before the referee in bankruptcy, Joseph Mason, for his 
approval. Any statement as to the prospective buyer is 
mere guesswork. Neither of the bids made may be accept- 
ed, and the referee may throw open the whole subject for 
the action of the creditors.” Mr. Sparhawk stated that he 
was not ready to declare a dividend, and could fix no time 
when he would declare one, so creditors will have to exer- 
cise their patience.

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PAPER AND PULP MILL FIRES. 


Two Small Losses in Paper Mills—A Canadian Pulp Mill 
Destroyed—The Damage Done at the Lloyd 
Mill in England. 


Paper Mill Damaged by Fire. 

Fire was discovered May 29 in the paper manufacturing 
plant of Keeton & Bremmer, at the corner of Fairmount 
avenue and Florence street, Jersey City. It had its origin 
in an overheated flue, which ignited the woodwork over the 
boiler. Before the flames were extinguished damage had 
been done to the amount of $3,000. The loss is partly cov- 
ered by insurance. 





Small Fire at the Perrine Paper Mill. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT ] 

Dayton, Ohio, June 4.—A blaze was discovered in the 
Perrine paper mill, at Franklin, Ohio, last week, at 10 
o'clock at night, by an employee, and was extinguished 
before great damage was done. This makes the fifth time 
that the mill has been damaged by supposedly incendiary 
fires during the past six months. M. V. 





Pulp Mill Burned. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL ] 


MonTrEAL, Canada, June 4.—The pulp mill at St. 
Jerome, Canada, owned by J. C. Wilson & Co., paper 
manufacturers, was totally destroyed by fire May 209. 
Nothing was saved, and the mill and machinery are con- 
sequently a total wreck. The loss will amount to $10,000, 
which is only partly covered by insurance. The mill was 
an old one, built of wood, but had been in the possession 
of the house since 1293. The intentions of the firm were 
to replace it next year with a modern building, equipped 

‘with the latest style of grinders. Although the mill was 
the only one of its kind operated by the firm, its destruc- 
tion will not affect in the slightest degree the output of 
the Lachute paper mills, also owned by J. C. Wilson & 
Co., as they had been in the habit of securing a great 
amount of their pulp from other sources, and were con- 
sequently not dependent upon the St. Jerome mills. As 


far as can be ascertained the fire was caused by the upset- 
ting of a lamp. As a rcesuit of the fire forty hands are 
thrown out of emplcyment. 





The Fire at Lloyds’ Mill. 

The fire at the Daily Chronicle paper mill of Edward 
Lloyd, Limited, England, was not as serious as was at first 
reported. The story of the fire and the damage wrought 
by it is told by Frank Lloyd, in an interview published in 
the Westminster Gazette, as follows: 

“There is no dcouct that the loss will prove a very 
heavy one,” he observed, ‘‘and coming just now, when the 
paper supply of the world is already severely taxed, the 
disaster is peculiarly unforiunate, but such things are 
bcund to happen, of course, from time to time, and we 
are bending all our energies now to repairing the damage 
done. Happily, I have every reason to believe that we 
shall manage to keep all our customers supplied as usual. 
We have two mills at Sittingbourne, you must understand, 
of which only one has been injured. The other was not 
tcuched at all, and, in fact, remained at work all the time. 
Most unfortunately there was a grave deficiency in the 
water supply, otherwise the damage would have been 
largely reduced. We have a most efficient fire service at 
the mills; the men are practiced every three months and 
so on, and everything was in working order to cope with 
the outbreak with one exception, and that was the water 
supply. There were the men with the hydrants and hose, 
and no water forthcoming. We presume that it had been 
cut off by the town authorities to prevent waste during the 
night. As a consequence, the flames had their own way, 
and the result may be imagined.” 

“But the machinery itself was not destroyed?” 

“No. only damaged by the falling in of the roof. Minor 
parts have no doubt been injured, but we hope to have 
all going again as soon as the building has been restored. 
There were six machines in the mill of the latest and most 
expensive type.” 

“Will the paper trade generally be affected, do you 
suppose?” 

“T am afraid it must be,” was the answer 
when paper is already so short in all directions, the clos- 
ing down of six machines like this can hardly fail to have

Asked as to the extent of the damage, Mr. Lloyd could

To Build a New Dam. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


MARINETTE, Wis., June 4.—At a recent meeting of the 
directors of the Boom Company it was decided to build a 
dam at Chappee Rapids, and transmit the power generated 
to Marinette and Menominee. The stockholders of the 
Boom Company and Marinette and Menominee Paper 
Company will subscribe the capital necessary. The im- 
provement complete will cost, it is estimated, $200,000. 
Tke details will be arranged and work commenced as soon 
as possible. A stock company will be organized to make 
the improvement. 

Between 3,000 and 4,000 horse power will be developed, 
ad when brought to this city by electrical transmission 
will be used to run the street car systems of both cities 
and to furnish power for factories. It will be a big im- 
provement for Marinette and Menominee. Chappee 
Rapids is eight miles from Marinette. Fifteen miles 
from here is another big power known as Grand Rapids, 
with several thousand horse power. The success of the 
Chappee scheme means that Grand Rapids and the powers 
further up the river will be utilized in a similar manner, 
and the bringing of about 20,000 horse power to this city 


and Menominee to be utilized for factories.

Reduced Output of Spruce. 


BanGcor, Me., June 4.—At a meeting of the Eastern 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association, in Bangor, May 29, 
it was voted to restrict production of spruce lumber 50 
per cent. in July and August, and to reduce prices of 
spruce until September 1. 

This action was taken on account of the extreme dull- 
ness of the New York market, there having been thus far 
this year little demand and at very low prices. 
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NEW FREIGHT CLASSIFICATION. 


It Went into Effect on June 1—Paper Trade Articles 
Affected—Details of the Changes—This is the 
Second Advance This Year. 





The new Southern freight classification which went into 
effect on June 1 is of some interest to the paper trade, as 
it affects at least five lines made of paper. These are pa- 
per bags, paper boxes, envelopes, wall paper and stationery. 

This advance of rates is the second made this year by 
the Southern roads. The first one went into effect Febru- 
ary 1. By it 1,603 articles were placed in higher classes. 
These, combined with the 374 new changes just made, give 
a total of 1,977 articles which have been advanced. This 
shows that over two-thirds of the entire list have been set 
up to take a higher basis of rates for transportation than 
those which governed prior to the first advance on Feb- 
ruary I. 

For many years the Southern classification of freight 
was considerably lower in nearly all respects than either 
the official or Western classification, but that advantage was 
offset by the scale of rates exacted, which for similar dis- 
tances compared as follows: New York to Chicago, IIl.: 
I-75, 2-65, 3-50, 4-35, 5-30, 6-25; New York to Atlanta, 
Ga.: 1-114, 2-98, 3-86, 4-73, 5-60, 6-49, &c. These figures 
indicate the inequality of the rates. 

Advances have also been made by raising the minimum 
weights of carload shipments from 24,000 pounds to 30,000 
pounds. 

This new classification does not strike the paper trade 
heavily, as most of the shipments from New York and 
New England are by water. These are also bulky enough 
to go in carload lots from the seaboard. 


Killed by an Electric Shock. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 
FAIRFIELD, Me., June 4.—Beverly Hosman, of Elgin, 
N. B., and Elden Foss, both operatives in the pulp mill 
of the Somerset and Kennebec Company, were instantly 
killed on June 2 by an electric shock. Another employee 


named Ryan received a severe shock, and fears are enter- 
tained to-night that he may not recover. 

Just what caused the accident is a mystery not known 
at this writing. There was a heavy thunder shower 
at the time, and it is thought that the men may 
have received the fatal shock from electricity striking the 
wires. There is a possibility that it may have been caused 
by the light wire having become crossed with the 2,000 
volt trolley wire, which runs through the mill yard. 

It is also suggested that Foss may have discovered a 
wire connected with the lighting system of the plant lying 
on the ground, which had been displaced from its proper 
position by the high wind that accompanied the thunder 
storm; that he called Hosman, and that the two attempted 
to hang the wire up where it would not cause trouble 
when the current was turned on, and that while they were 
doing so the current may have been turned on from the 
power station of the Waterville and Fairfield Railway and 
Light Company. 


Dispute Over Repairs to a Dryer. 


Western Massachusetts Office 
THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL 
HOLYOKE, Mass., June 5, 1900. 


The case of Gabriel Doran, of this city, against the 
George C. Gill Paper Company was begun before Judge 
L. E. Hitchcock as auditor at Springfield Thursday last. 
The case grows out of a dispute between the parties con- 
cerning the value of Mr. Doran’s services in the repairing 
of a dryer in connection with a paper machine. The work 
was started in May, 1807, and consumed some little time. 
The Gill mill makes an “air dried paper,” and it was upon 
this dryer Mr. Doran worked. The system is somewhat 
complicated to an outsider, but plain enough to a paper 
manufacturer. The evidence of Mr. Doran was to prove 
that Mr. Gill had engaged him to put the machine in work- 
ing order, and if it could not be done by men here the 
manufacturer would be obliged to send a man abroad to 
learn how. Mr. Doran testified that he fixed the machine, 
but has received only $100. Mr. Gill’s testimony has not 
as yet been put in, but his side will be heard at an adjourned 
session in July. Ferry. 


ForEIGN NOTEs. 





A strike in the Hendon Paper Works, in Sunderland, 
England, has thrown 190 men out of employment. 

Paper and pulp makers in Saxony have agreed to form a 
coal purchase association. The object is to make large 
contracts from the mines direct. 

Raw material for paper making purposes was imported 
into Spain during 1899 to the value of 3,600,000 pesetas, the 
amount in the previous year being 3,000,000 pesetas. The 
chief supplies were obtained from Scandinavia, and the re- 
mainder from Belgium and Germany. 

It is reported from Leipzig that a number of the principal 
German newspaper publishers have agreed to the erection 
of paper mills. This step has been taken owing to‘the high 
prices charged by existing mills. It is said that consumers 
to the extent of 40,000,000 kilos of paper per annum have 
given their adhesion to the scheme. 

The French Wholesale Stationers’ Association is well 
represented on the Jury of Class 88 (Group XIV.) at the 
Paris Exhibition—the paper making section. Of the ten 
jurymen, two, 7. e., Messrs. Ch. Lhomme and A. Failliot, 
are on the staff of the official organ of the association, La 
Papeterie, the first named being the editor. The paper 
making industry proper is represented by two well-known 
gentlemen, Messrs. E. Laroche-Joubert and E. De Mont- 
golfier (of Johannot & Co.). The latter also served on the 
jury of the paper making section in the last Exhibition 
(1889). 

The General Electric Company has shipped to Peru dur- 
ing May upward of $55,000 worth of electrical machinery 
and apparatus. To Lima alone, one shipment about the 
middle of the month was valued at $30,000. This is said 
to be one of the largest month’s transactions ever made 
with that country in electrical appliances. Most of the 
apparatus sent is for use in electric light plants already in 
existence in the country. An interesting feature of this 
trade is that all of it is transacted cash against bill of 
lading.

ULTRAMARINE. 


Its Composition and Qualities - Its Use in Staining Papers, 
Lithography and Printing—Some Methods 
of Manufacture. 


Among all blue pigments ultramarine deserves especial 
attention, as it is employed in so many and varying 
branches, says a writer in the Farben Zeitung. In former 
times this magnificent and highly-prized color was a rather 
costly article of commerce, as it had to be produced from 
the rare lapis lazuli. The increasing progress of chemistry, 
however, has made it possible long ago to manufacture 
artificial ultramarine just as handsome and, what is more 
important, far more cheaply. There are sulphate-ultrama- 
rine and soda-ultramarine, according to whether in its 
production sodium sulphate or soda is used. The raw 
materials from which ultramarine is prepared are either 
clay (kaolin), sodium sulphate and carbon or clay, soda, 
sulphur and carbon; in the latter process a small quantity 
of silicic acid is added to the ingredients. The very ‘finely 
ground and intimately mixed substances are subjected in 
fire proof clay pots to a strong red heat, whereby, in case 
sodium sulphate is used, the so-called ultramarine green is 
produced, which is much prized and employed by painters 
as a pigment proof to lime and light. This mass is now 
roasted at a low temperature, with addition of a little sul- 
phur, under the action of air, and thus the blue ultramarine 
13 obtained. The process of this transformation is very 
simple, but it is also rendered superfluous and a blue product 
is obtained outright by using soda instead of sodium sul- 
phate in the production. The soda-ultramarine is darker 
than the sulphate-ultramarine. A number of shades occur 
:n commerce, which with pale varieties are obtained by ad- 
dition of kaolin. 

Ultramarine is perfectly harmless and impermeable to air 
and light, but is injured by the weakest acid and salts with 
acid reaction. Its chief employment. outside of painting, is 
in paper, wal! paper and sugar factories, as well as for 
lithography and printing. The ultramarine is manufac 
tured in special establishments rather general 
process, but before it can be used in the various branches 
has to be specially prepared and treated for each, and for 
these I give below some receipts based upon my practical 
experience of many years’ standing. 


after a 
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Ultramarine in pulp for stained paper.—Pure ultrama- 
marine of fine quality is stirred with water in a vat and 
afterward ground in a wet mill, so as to obtain a fine 
division. The ground mass is again placed in a vat, until 
the desired quantity is collected. Now, add one-half per 
cent. (of the quantity of the liquid) of soda lye, 4oBe. 
Next, the whole is squeezed out well with a filter press 
and is now ready for use in the stained paper factories. 
Attention should be paid to the fact that the ultramarine 
must not be ground too fine in the wet mill, otherwise the 
pressed cakes would turn out too hard. 

Ultramarine for sugar factories ——The ultramarine to 
be used for this purpose must not be too fine. Special 
varieties are manufactured for this, which have the right 
degree of fineness and a reddish hue. This ultramarine 
is likewise stirred well with water in a vat, whereupon it is 
pressed through a fine silk gauze sieve. Next a little 
magnesium chloride is added to the mass, which causes 
the ultramarine to precipitate within about one half hour. 
When this has taken place the clear liquid is drawn off and 
the ultramarine mud is pressed in an ordinary or a filter 
press. The latter is preferable, because a uniform per- 
centage of water is obtained in it, which is scarcely pos- 
sible with an ordinary press. 

Ultramarine for lithography (Blue Oriental).—The 
same ultramarine as for the manufacture of sugar is used 
for this purpose, but it is well to make the stipulation in 
purchasing that it be specially washed, and besides it is 
necessary to test it again before use. This is performed 
as follows: Upon a bright copper plate throw a small 
quantity (as much as can be picked up with the point of a 
knife) of ultramarine and grind it with a few drops of 
distilled water. Now let it lie for twenty-four hours in a 
place free from dust; after that period, wash off the ultra- 
marine. If it is good for use, the spot on the copper plate 
must have remained completely, or at least rather bright, 
but if it is not washed out enough, it leaves a black spot 
on the plate. A well-washed product is called “free from 
sulphur” in. practice. The purity of the merchandise hav- 
ing been ascertained the treatment may begin, the ultra- 
marine being stirred in water as for sugar manufacture 
(in pulp) and about 1 to 4 per cent. of burned magnesia 
(magnesia usta) is added. Some is also first stirred in 
water before use and filtered throvgh a silk sieve. It is of 
advantage for the preparation to burn the magnesia freshly 
each time before using. The amount to be added is gov- 






erned by the fineness of the ultramarine; the finer this is 
the more magnesia is required. When all is stirred well 
a solution of magnesia chloride is added, consisting of a 
mixture of one part of magnesitim chloride and ten parts 
of water. The ultramarine in this operation settles at once 
to the bottom as a flocky mass, something like a precipitate 
of chrome yellow. Now the product is filtered, but not 
squeezed, dried in pieces, or the pulpy mass is shaped into 
little loaves and dried. It is well to know that too large 
an admixture of magnesium chloride renders the pigment 
too gritty and would thus exercise a deleterious action on 
the printing power. 

Ultramarine for printing.—For print, the same quality 
as stated under ultramarine in pulp form for stained paper 
is employed, which is likewise prepared with water in a 
vat, whereupon it is ground in a wet mill. The resulting 
paste is now mixed with an addition of milk of lime, until 
it precipitates in the vat. This deposit is placed on a filter, 
afterward shaped in small loaves are dried. If the ultra- 
marine is desired in pieces, the filtered mud is placed on 
drying boards and dried. 


Beaver Falls Dam Goes Out. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

LowviLte, N. Y., June 4.—The dam of Lewis, Slocum 
& LeFevre, at Beaver Falls, N. Y., went out last Thurs- 
day, the accident being caused by water working under 
the dam. It was about 350 feet long, and 100 feet of the 
centre went out, letting a large number of logs down the 
river. It is thought that it will cost about $2,000 to repair 
the damage, and the pulp mill will have to be shut down 
two or three weeks. The superintendent of the mill was 
or the dam about fifteen minutes before the accident.

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Trade Conditions and Prices. 


In our London letter published in last week’s issue of 
Tue ParpER TRADE JOURNAL there were noted two sales of 
Norwegian pulp, one for a period from now until 1904, at 
50 shillings a ton, and the other for a period extending to 
the end of next year at a price yielding from 49 to 50 shil- 
lings per ton net f.0. b. In our own market ground wood 
pulp is very scarce, soda fibre is well under contract and 
sulphite is not plentiful, while prices on all three grades are 
high, 

The trade should carefully consider what these facts 
mean. They should also consider the significance of the 
unanimity with which manufacturers in various lines have 
agreed to shut down their mills rather than reduce prices. 
These facts can have only one meaning. It is that the 
prices of the principal raw materials used in making paper 
are not likely, in the opinion of those best iniormed, to be 
materially reduced for several years to come. It means, 
also, that at the present prices of raw material paper can- 
not be manufactured and marketed at lower prices than 
those now being asked. 

Nothing is more certain than that if the margin be- 
tween the cost of manufacture and the market price of 
paper was large it would be impossible to bring together 
practically all the manufacturers in a given line in an 
agreement to shut down their mills rather than lower 
prices. Where the margin between cost of manufacture 
and the market price is large, there will always be found 
manufacturers who prefer to take the lower price with a 
smaller margin of profit rather than incur the loss in- 
volved in having their plants lie idle. 

THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL is not attempting to per- 
form the role of prophet. It is not even attempting to 
forecast the price movement for the next few months. 
But it believes that the attention of the trade should be 
concentrated upon the real significance of such facts as 


those above stated. 


Foreign Credit Reports. 


The feud between the Commercial Museum at Philadel- 
phia and Bradstreet’s and Dun’s commercial agencies 
has reached an acute stage, in the outcome of which all 
American manufacturers who are proposing to push their 
export trade are interested. The feud originated in an 
appropriation of $200,000 asked from Congress by the 
Commercial Museum to aid in the prosecution of its work. 
Dun’s and Bradstreet’s are opposing the proposed appro- 
priation on the ground that, as the Commercial Museum 
sells its information to business men, it is competing with 
the other commercial agencies and ought not to be aided 


by a grant of public money. 

As a counter to this opposition Director Wilson, of the 
Commercial Museum, has issued a signed statement in 
which he charges the Dun and Bradstreet agencies with 
exacting exorbitant rates for their foreign reports, to the 
detriment of the export trade of the United States. He 
declares that the minimum charge of Dun and Bradstreet 
for foreign ratings is $5 each for exactly the same service 
that foreign bureaus furnish for 25 cents each, and that 


the information furnished by the latter is more trustworthy 


because it comes from local sources. Director Wilson 


says: 


Any American business man can secure foreign credit 
reports at a very small fraction of the rates charged by 
Dun and Bradstreet, and many are doing so. All who 
wish to secure this information direct are entirely welcome 
to do so, and the Philadelphia Commercial Museum is 
always ready to refer them to the proper quarter, free of 
charge. The Dun and Bradstreet agencies tax American 
business houses by offering them these reports, or others 
of less value, because not based on local authority, at prices 
ranging from $3 to $10. Rating books accurately report- 
ing the hundreds of thousands of firms in the entire United 
Kingdom can be purchased in London for $220, which 
amount, if spent through Dun or Bradstreet, would bring 
to the manufacturer reports on exactly forty-four firms. 
An important German bureau, for which Bradstreet acts 
as American agent, issues reports for all Germany at 25c. 
to $1.20, but rarely exceeding 35¢. Anyone can secure 
the reports at these rates by applying direct; yet the Brad- 
street Company’s advertised rate for them is $5. Neither 
public funds nor private capital are necessary to enable 
anyone to secure, for a fraction of the cost charged by the 
agencies, foreign information of many times the amount 
and value. 

To verify these statements Director Wilson gives a 


table of the rates charged by credit bureaus abroad for 


reports on firms in the territories they cover, and an- 
nounces that the Museum is preparing a list of reputable 
credit bureaus in all parts of the world, giving the full 
name and address of every bureau, with the rates charged 
by each. This list, as soon as. published, will be distrib- 


uted free to American business houses. 


The stream of new subscriptions to THE PAPER TRADE 
JOURNAL continues to flow in. During the month of May, 
forty-three new subscribers were added to the list. De- 
cember and January are usually the months when sub- 
scriptions are most numerous with all periodicals, but with 
THE Paper TRADE JOURNAL the growth has been contin- 
uous, month by month. During February, sixty-one new 
subscribers were added; forty-i:wo in March; thirty in 
April, and, as we have said, forty-three in May. -The 
bona fide circulation of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL is at 
least three times as large as that of any other paper in its 
trade field. 


The latest combination in the trade is known as the 
Union Waxed and Parchment Paper Company. The 
company was incorporated some time ago, but is only now 
getting into working shape. It intends to own six plants, 
two of which have already been taken over, while the 
titles of the others are now being investigated. The com- 
pany states that when it has completed its plans it will 
own all the United States mills that wax their own ma- 
terial, and by making its own raw stock, and converting 
it into the finished waxed product, it will possess an ad- 
vantage that will operate in its favor against competitors 
who do not make their own paper. 


Yesterday there arrived on the Oceanic the party of 
British paper makers whose contemplated visit to this 
country was announced in THE Paper TRADE JOURNAL 
some time ago. The company is under the care of S. C. 
Phillips, of the British Paper Maker, and will establish 
headquarters at the Hotel Netherland, where the visitors 
will remain until to-morrow night. They will then take 
up their tour of the country under Mr. Phillips’ direction, 
and will undoubtedly be accorded a most cordial recep- 
tion at all points. THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL bids them 
welcome, and trusts that they will find much to interest, 
instruct and amuse them during their stay in the United 
States. 





Water conditions are again becoming interesting, and 
there are signs that in some sections at least there will 
probably be a short supply. In the Miami River Valley 
there have been heavy rains, but strange to say they have 
had little effect on the streams. In Indiana there was also 
a downpour, and a paper mill at Richmond was damaged. 
In the northern part of this State the other side of the 
story is presented. The Black River has fallen rapidly, 
and some of the log drives have been hung up. Some 
manufacturers are a trifle anxious, and are shaping their 
affairs on the basis of a lack of adequate water supply 
during the summer. 





The Yale Forest School of New Haven, Conn., will be 
inaugurated next fall. Its establishment is due to the lib- 
erality of the Pinchot family, one member of which is the 
chief of the United States Bureau of Forestry. In order 
to provide practical work for students in summer the In- 
ternational Paper Company has offered to aid in provid- 
ing camps in the Adirondacks, while another summer 
school will be established in Pike County, Pa. The scien- 
tific study of forestry is making progress. 

The story of the organization of the General Paper 
Company by the Wisconsin manufacturers, published in 
last week’s Paper TRADE JOURNAL, evidently was meat 
for the daily papers, for with singular unanimity they 
rewrote and republished it. Of course, they added some 
new features, the leading one being the statement that the 
company was organized to fight the “‘paper trust.” It is 
curious that this same announcement is made whenever a 
new corporation makes its appearance in paper trade 
circles. 


The employees of the Lloyds’ paper mills, in England, 
were given a fire drill every three months, and were in 
prime condition to cope with the recent fire at the mills, 
but they had no water with which to work, the town 
authorities “having cut off the supply in order to prevent 
waste during the night.”” Those “town authorities” have 
certainly earned a brilliant bit of fame for themselves. 


This week the exports of paper from the port of New 
York comprised 4,850 packages, 129 cases, 4 bales and 1 
Lox, aggregating in value $42,815, of which $21,115 worth 
went to Australia. The next largest shipment was valued 
at $6,918, and was sent to London. The shipments to 
Liverpool were valued at $2,554; to Mexico, at $1,626, and 
to British West Indies, at $834.

The 
recent reconstruction of the Centennial Mill was his last 
work. He is survived by a daughter and four brothers. 
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CREDITORS MEET TO-DAY. 


A Committee of Stockholders Issues a Call for a Confer- 
ence—Trouble Caused by the Death of John 
Burney, Who Had Indorsed for It. 





Local creditors of the Sugar River Paper Mill Com- 
pany, of Claremont, N. H., last week received a notice 
from that company, a copy of which is as follows: 

CLAREMONT, N. H., May 28, 1900. 

At a meeting of the stockholders of the Sugar River Pa- 
per Mill Company held at Claremont on May 10, 1900, 
the undersigned were appointed a committee to represent 
the stockholders and to recommend measures to relieve the 
company in its present embarrassment, caused by the death 
of its late treasurer, Mr. John Burney, of Fitchburg, Mass., 
who had endorsed the notes of the said company to quite 
an amount. A major portion of the stockholders of this 
company are women, and not any of the stockholders are so 
situated as to enable them to extend credit to said com- 
pany. The committee is entirely disinterested personally in 
the affairs of the company, but considering the great value 
of the plant and the personnel of the stockholders, have 
consented to act in their behalf; and in view of the present 
situation of the company it has been deemed advisable, and 
for the best interest of all parties, to call a meeting of the 
creditors. We therefore request your presence at the office 
of the Sugar River Paper Mill Company in Claremont, N. 
H., on Thursday, June 7, at 10 o'clock A. M. 

Upon inquiry among the large paper stock dealers and 
others a representative of THe Paper TravE JOURNAL 
learned that the Sugar River Paper Mill Company had 
been a little behind on its payments recently. This fact, 
however, evidently did not disturb its creditors here, as 
the company stands very high in the estimation of the 
local trade. The notice, therefore, in which the company 
asks the indulgence of its creditors for a short time was 
received in a sympathetic spirit. Expressions of good will 
and offers of aid were sent the officials of the company 
without delay. 

Speaking in regard to the embarrassment of the com- 
pany, one of its creditors said this week to a representa- 
tive of THE Paper TrApE JouRNAL: “You can put it down 
strongly that the concern is all right. Of this fact I am 
convinced, as I have had occasion recently to look into its 
affairs. It has a fine mill property worth about $100,000. 
This is free and clear. Its indebtedness is not large. The 
only pressing claim against the company is that made by 
the local bank on perhaps $25,000 worth of notes which 
were indorsed by the late John Burney, the company’s 
treasurer. On these, as I understand it, the bank asks for 
a new indorser. Now, as the company can easily mort- 
gage its plant for that amount, you see it’s only a question 
of a short time before the difficulties of the Sugar River 
Paper Mill Company will be arranged satisfactorily. Its 
creditors who are not informed in regard to the company’s 
affairs need not be alarmed. Of my own knowledge I know 
that the statements made in the ‘notice’ are true.” 

Similar expressions of confidence in the company’s 
ability to pay its debts were made by a number of its 
creditors in this city.

The condition of the markets was generally dis- 
cussed and it was unanimously decided to maintain the 
price list adopted May 2 in Buffalo. 

The next meeting will be held here on July 19. 

There was an impression in the trade that the associa- 
tion would sanction a drop on prices, but the feeling was 
unusually bullish and the sentiment to raise prices still 
higher was strongly indorsed by all the members. One 
man who is quite a controlling factor said thae he would 
not be surprised to see the price fixed at $35 a ton in the 
East and $30 in the West. ww a T.

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Refining Engine—Apparatus for Moistening Paper—Sheet 
Feeding Device—Mechanism for Discharging Tanks 
—Method of Cooling Gases. 








A new form of refining engine has been patented, No. 
650,738, by Charles E. Torrance, Northampton, Mass., 
and assigned to the E. D. Jones & Son’s Company, Pitts- 
field, Mass. This refining engine somewhat resembles the 
ordinary Jordan in appearance, but differs from it con 
siderably in construction. The shaft is mounted perma- 
nently in fixed bearings with a thrust bearing, preferably 
of ball or bevel ring construction. The shaft being fixed 
to the base, it is therefore necessary that the shell be 
movable, and this is the case, a screw, actuated by a hand- 
wheel and worm gearing, serving to make the necessary ad 
justments. The manner of attachment of the sliding sheli 
to the base, and other details of construction, are plainly 
shown in the illustration herewith. It is claimed that this 
shell and shaft will always remain in true alignment, and 
that the driving gear is-not moved out of alignment by 
adjustments of core and shell, no matter how much worn 
cither may become. There is a receiving chamber for 
stuff to enter at the small end of the machine, and this 
chamber is enlarged to a globe shape, so that stuff enter- 
ing the shell need not slide along the surface metal, but 
can enter direct from the middle portion as a considerable 
body of stock. It will be noticed that there is a flange 
coupling in the shaft just inside the pulley bearings, of 
which there are two, one on each side of the pulley. 
Thus the shell of the engine, together with its contained 
core, can be removed without even taking off the belt 
which drives the engine. In the case of placing a motor 
to drive the machine direct, as will be the case in ad- 
vanced mills of the future, this form of construction is par- 
ticularly desirable, as a motor may be installed directly 
upon the bed plate, and coupled to the engine shaft by 
means of the coupling above noted. It will be noted that

the discharge pipe is arranged for movement by a telescope 
or expansion joint, plainly shown in Fig 2. The arrange- 
ment of the worm gearing, and the slides to carry the shell, 


are best seen in Fig. I. 

A process of imparting great strength and a glossy ap- 
pearance to articles made from cellulose, is the invention 
(patent No. 650,715) of Max Fremery and Johannes Ur- 
ban, Oberbruch, Germany. The process consists of sub- 
jecting the products for a short time to the action of heated 
water (60° to 100° C.), and then drying at a low tem 
perature, not exceeding 40° C. 

A speed indicator, by Harvey Hubbell, Bridgeport, 
Conn, is made pistol shaped, so as to be readily held 
against the end of a shaft. There is a combination of 
right and left hand worm gearing, so that the dial always 
turns in the same direction. E 

Willis S. Sherman, Milwaukee, Wis., has produced 
(patent No. 650,490) an apparatus for moistening paper, 
which is passed directly through a water space during its 
passage through rolls necessary for its conduction and 
regulation. } 

An apparatus for drying coated, wall, and other papers 
of similar character is the invention of Louis H. Mc- 
Cartney (No. 650,589), Philadelphia, Pa. The device con- 
sists of a vertical shaft, upon the upper end of which is 
mounted a turntable which carries the supporting sticks 
from one line to another parallel, or at right angles thereto, 
thereby permitting drying to be done in rooms of lim'ted 
length. : 

A sheet feeding apparatus, by Talbot C. Dexter, Pear 
River, N. Y., is numbered 650,672, and contains improved. 
intermittent delivery apparatus, and a sheet actuated trip- 
ping device, which arrests the action of the sheet feeding 
machinery while the delivery parts thereof are working. 

A paper registering machine, numbered 650,709, by the 
same inventor, and assigned to the Dexter Folder Com- 
pany, New York, N. Y., imparts the first register to the 
paper, then moves laterally while attached to the paper, 
and imparts the second register before disengaging. 


A mechanism for discharging the contents of tanks, by 
Harry R. Shaw, Decatur, Ill. (No. 650,569), consists of a 
hoistable bottom, actuated by a screw and worm wheel 
power attachment, and a conveyor to carry the material 
over the top of the tank to an apron or other machinery. 


A disintegrating. mill, apparently useful for grinding 
lime or filler in paper or coating mills, is covered by let- 
ters patent No. 650,568, issued to August J. Sackett, Bal- 
timore, Md. The device consists of disintegrating plates 
and rotary beaters revolving inside and adjacent to said 
plates. 

A handy coal-weighing apparatus of very compact form 
is covered by letters patent No. 560,593, issued to James B. 
Schuman, Columbia City, Ind., assignor to the Pneumatic 
Elevator and Conveyor Company, Indianapolis, Ind. A 
new harness work and shaft support, by Isaac La Grange, 
Los Angeles, Cal., consists of a bracket and yoke, to- 
gether with lugs for the attachment of breast straps. 

A method of cooling gases that will dispense with the 
claborate water contact tanks now used in sulphite pulp 
mills is the invention (patent No. 650,608) of Thomas J. 
McTighe, New York, N. Y. This method of coaling con- 
sists of compressing the gas, removing the heat of com- 
pression, and then causing the gas to become: lowered in 
temperature by expanding directly against a counter re- 
sisting liquid piston and then using such expanded and 
cooled gas to cool a further body of compressed gas, and 
then causing the latter to pass through the same cycle of 
operation. 


International Steam Pump Company. 


The first annual report of the International Steam Pump 
Company, covers the year ended March 31, 1900, except 
as to the George F. Blake Manufacturing Company and 
the Laidlaw-Dunn-Gordon Company, the accounts of which 
cover only the period of eleven months ended March 31, 
i900. The net profits of the company and its constituent 
companies for the period named are stated by the accounts 
at $1,813,906.84. After first deducting $168,152,94 for de 
preciation of plants, buildings, &c., the report also states: 

“Having regard to the fact that these accounts cover a 
period when the workings of the company were largely em- 
barrassed by organization and the adjustment of its busi 
ness to changed conditions, the directors feel that the re- 
sult is most gratifying. This will enable them to carry to 
reserve from the profits for the period above named a sum 
upwards of $1,000,000, after the payment of all fixed 
charges and dividends of the preference shares, equal to net 
carnings of upwards of 8 per cent. upon the outstanding 


common stock of the company. 
“The net liquid assets last year amounted to $5,414.000, 


and now amount to $6,357,190.18. 

“Under the new management expenses of administration 
have been greatly reduced and improvements made in the 
way of new machinery, lessening the cost of production. 
The benefits of these reductions and improvements are ex- 
pected to be reflected in the earnings of the current year. 

“The business done for the term above stated (which 
was less than a full year), was about 40 per cent. more 
than the aggregate business of the various factories and 
agencies during the preceding year of twelve full months. 

“The actual orders now on hand in the various factories 
are estimated to be at least 50 per cent. more than at the 
same time last year. 

The International Steam Pump Company is capitalized at

Question.—In order to make a nice, soft sulphite which 
will bleach well, what strength of acid, Beaumé, would 
you use? What percentage of SO:, both free and com- 
bined, would give the best results? Also what steam 
pressure would you recommend? What steam pressure 
do they carry in the mills of Europe, where, it is claimed, 
I believe, that the best sulphite is made? 

Answer.—Acid from 5 to 6 degrees Beaumé is judged 
the best by American standards. The acid should contain 
as much SO. as possible, and the amount of free acid 
should be as large as can be secured. From 3 to 4 per 
cent. of available sulphurous acid is pretty good practice 
in ordinary sulphite liquor. A lime containing as much 
magnesia as possible should be used when soft sulphite 
pulp is required. The steam pressure should not rise 
above ico pounds per square inch. It is recommended 
that with weak acid the steam pressure should be re- 
duced to prevent the so-called “burning” of the pulp. 
When the acid is strong, the pressure, and consequently 
the temperature, may be increased accordingly. I am un- 
abe to give at this writing the exact temperatures and 
pressures used in European mills for cooking, but in the 
Mitscherlich process, so much used there, the pressure in 
the shell is not to rise above 45 pounds, and the tempera- 
ture is limited to 118 or 119 degrees C. It must be under- 
stood, however, that this temperature is not due to the 
pressure, as in short cook digesters, as the steam heating 
is done from pipes which carry the steam through the di- 
gester, so the vapor does not mix with and dilute the 
acid in the digester.

Question.—How can the smell of glue be prevented 
from being present in finished paper? We have had con- 
siderable trouble with complaints of this character, and 
would be pleased to receive any hints that may lead in the 
direction of a cure. 

Answer.—Several things have been tried, such as car- 
bolic acid, oil of cedar, &c., but none seems to work as well 
as the disinfectant used in a large number of urinals and 
water closets. A few ounces of this preparation placed in 
an engine of stock at the same time that the size is added 
will do the business. When the size is applied by a couple 
of rolls set in the line of dryers, the disinfectant may be 
added to the size directly in the tub, and excellent results 
cbtained. Care must be taken that too much of the disin- 
fectant is not added, or there will be an offensive smell 
:herefrom, which is nearly as bad as the odor from glue. 
A little horse sense in this direction will strike a medium 
between the two which will destroy the odor of both the 
glue and the disinfectant.

Question.—What is the proper speed at which to run a 
log chain for taking logs from the water, or for carrying 
them into or through the mill? 

Answer.—For long logs a chain should run at 70 to go 
feet per minute. Some chains are run 100 feet per min- 
ute, but that is pretty fast for long logs. The shorter 
the average length the faster may the logs be handled. 
Where the average is between 16 and 60 feet, a chain had 
better mot travel more than 80 feet per minute. When. 
however, 4 foot wood is to be handled, the chain may run 
at 200 feet per minute with excellent results.

Question.—]n putting in a condensing steam plant for 
the operation of machinery, a discussion has arisen as to 
the relative merits of steam and power driven pumps, 
both for operating the condenser, the feed of boilers, and 
for miscellaneous purposes around the plant. Which is 
the best possible arrangement, considering all the points 
of flexibility, &c., and taking into consideration the great 
cost of operating steam pumps, and the fact that the main 
engine must be run to work direct driven pumps? 
Which is the best? 

Answer.—Direct connecied pumps fill abont all require- 
ments, unless there are other engines attached to the 
condensing systeni. If this is the case, an independent 
engine or motor is absolutely necessary. I am in favor 
of operating all auxiliary appliances, such as pumps, &c., 
by electric motors, through a generator on the main en- 
gine and through a storage battery of sufficient capacity 
to operate all the pumps for as long a time as the main 
engine or motor is ahsolutely necessary. I am in favor 
the economy of a direct connected pump plant is secured, 
together with the flexibility of the independent engine 
business; and it is even more independent, for the storage 
batteries will drive the pumps when there is not a pound 


of steam in any boiler in the mill.

List prices are, however, still being maintained by 
the American Writing Paper Company. This policy is 
commended by the jobbers, as they state positively that 
lower prices would not induce additional sales. All grades 
of boards are very quiet.

WOOD PULP.—There is a good demand for 
wood.

The quotation 
given this week is $25 delivered New England points. 

WOOD FIBRES.—The makers of fibres still insist that 
the market is strong and that they are getting full prices 
for their products. This contention is, of course, rebutted 
by the would-be purchasers. The argument of the latter is 
that quotations must have suffered by the lessened demand 
incident to the closing of so many paper mills. On the 
face of things it looks as if the buyers had a bit the better 
of the controversy.
